The oheraoter selected 
was William Tell, in Mr. Knowles’s play of thet name, which seems 
go singularly ill-fitted for & boy of fourteen, thet we may surmise 
an inacouracy in one of the above dates.

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THE PERSIAN COURT. 


Tax newly-appolnted French Ambassador to Persia has been re- 
celved at the Persian Oourt with every шөге of respect. Numerous 
festivals have taken place іп honour of his errivel, and he hes been 
feted in all directions. We take the opportunity, therefore, of 
giving a sketch of Persian life. 

The engraving on реве 521, from Mr. Bhoeff’e picture of 
Almehs Danolng, was fret exhibited at the French Exhibition, and 
is thus described by в French euthor, who had long resided im 
Persis. Не cays:—Thie painting recalls to my memory many 
pleasing recollections of Persian liie. I have often witnessed the 
scene which Mr. Bhoefft bas here so faithfully represented. I have 
even spent many pleasent hours in the very apartment he has 
pictured with such wonderful fidelity. I recognise faces once 
familiar to me, and while gazing at the ure cen fancy myself 
sgain in Teheran. The epartment represented is in the palace of 
one of the most enlightened noblemen of Persia. It looks into the 
court-yard—a complete rose garden; from the centre of whiob 8 
fountain is constantly throwing up ite waters, which, carried by 
the breeze, alights upon the numerous creepirg plants whioh climb 
along the baloony, and which send forth from their thousands of 
delicate flowers the sweetest perfumes. The ceiling is composed of 
plate glass, and the cornice, whioh is boldly carved, is psinted and 
gilded in the most elaborate manner. The walle are divided into 
panels, some of which are highly ornamented with arabesques in 
red, green, and gold. while others are covered with rude paintings 
of hunting scenes, flowers, and quotations from the poets. ‘The 
aloove in which the nobleman is seated enjcying his Larghié is 
that portion of the spart- 
meni vocupied by the fe- 
mily and the guests during 
any entertainment, aud 
upon the walls of it are 
some very elaborate artistio 

actions. ‘The floor, 
which is composed o! in- 
laid tiles, is always covered 
with carpet, such ae the 
looms of Persia can alone 
produce.

The prisoners, ia the most impudent manner, said 
that they were cruelly used іп the workhouse, and they were not 
going to do the work. They would see the master and matron 
— first. The magistrate observed that it was shameful such 
hearty-looking бігіз should be a burden to the ratepayers.
